The prong-hpmed antelope was once 
one of the commonest game mammals 
found in California. 
At -the present 
time only a very few are left in the 
state. Most of these are to toe found 
In four counties—Modoc, Lassen, Mono 
and western Fresno. Before gold. was 
discovered in California they wegs ex­ 
ceedingly abundant in the San Joaquin 
and Sacramento valleys and until 1880 
were to toe found in northern Los An 
gelee county and Riverside county. 
. The antelope has no near relatfves 
in the United States. It is tooth goat­ 
like and deerlike. It baa hollow horns* 
with boney cores and scent glands like 
the goat. In its coat of hair with un­ 
dercoat of wool and its habit of shed­ 
ding its horns each year, it is Uke the 
deer. 
It is the only animal on the 
American continent which possesses 
two hoofs on each foot like a giraffe. 
The antelope stands about three feet 
high at the shoulder and an average 
buck weighs between 
80 
and IOO 
pounds. The color is a rich tan with 
large white spots. The eyes are very 
large for an animal of its size, tout in 
spite of this the antelope 
does not 
seem to have 
extraordinary powers of 
sight. 
The horns have tout one short prong. 
Unlike deer, the antelope is never ab­ 
solutely hornless, for the new horn 
is fairly well developed before the old 
one is shed. 
Old toucks usually shed 
their horns In October, but younger 
animals usually shed later on. A close 
examination of tho material making 
up the horas will show that they are 
composed of aglu ti Dated hairs—Just a 
mass of hair cemented together. 
During the late fall and winter an­ 
telope gather together in mixed herds, 
but in the spring they separate. Ti)6 
females usually go about singly uh|ll 
after* the young" are born, when they 
‘ gain unite in small 
groups. 
T|»e 


young are bora in May aud June and 
twins are very common. 
Antelope are very fleet and it is said 
that dogs are unable to overtake them. 
When frightened they give a sort of 
‘‘short.” The only other sound which 
these animato are kadwn to emit is a 
sort of-“grunting bleat” used by the 
mothers in calling their young. 
The prong-horned antelope is noted 
for its curiosity. 
In the early days 
this habit was made use of by hunters, 
who would bring the animals up with­ 
in gunshot by w iving a coat or red 
handkerchief on the end of a stick, or 
by lying down on their backs and kick­ 
ing their legs in the air. 
For many 
years past, however, these 
animals 
have profited by experience and are 
hot so easily taken in toy this ruse. 
Once a highly prised game mammal, 
the prong-homed antelope is no wso re­ 
duced in numbers that it has to be ab­ 
solutely protected. 
A alight increase 
in numbers has been reported from a 
few of the Vocalities where they are 
still found. 
But even with the total 
protection afforded them at the pres­ 
ent time. doubt can toe expressed as to 
the possibility of their long persisting 
as a member of our fauna. In the early 
history of San Francisco there may toe 
found statements as to the cheapness 
of antelope meat to (be found on the 
market. It was doubtless this market 
demand which first caused a great re 
duction In the numbers of antelope. If 
the remnant of tbsm left in our state 
could toe placed 
in 
game 
refuges 
where they could have plenty of food 
and good c a n them Is a possibility 
that they would increase. 
The state 
of Virginia has conclusively shown us 
what can toe done toy carefully protect 
ing deer.

file engineer of 1915 cannot claim 
credit for turning out the first eight- 
cylinder job. 
Octuple engines made 
their modest debut thirteen years ago 
when two concerns, one American and 
the other French, introduced Brobding­ 
nagian motors almost simultaneously. 
The year was 1B(»2; the cars were the 
M inton and the C, G. V. 
The former 
was the work of Alexander Winton, 
who first exhibited the machine in 1903 
at the Gordon Bennett race, while the 
C. G. V. was made by a French firm. 
Winton a Unique Affair 
The American 
Winton truly 
was 
unique and would be tile cause of 
much comment if driven to the start­ 
ing line in one of our modern races. 
Its eight cylinders were arranged in 
two sets of four each, placed horizon­ 
tally across Hie center of tile frame 
The cylinder heads projected beyond 
the sides of the car. 
These cylinders 
W’ere made of cast iron, with alumi­ 
num 
water-jackets 
and 
removable 
heads. The dimensions were 5 by 0 
inches and the pistons drove a divid­ 
ed crankshaft which was coupled in 
the center. 
It used two centrifugal 
water pumps—one for each set of four 
cylinders—this practice 
now 
being 
followed by the Cadillac company in 
its motor. 
The C. G. V’. eight hail vertical cyl­ 
inders all in one row and that the ad­ 
vantages of the even torque and flex­ 
ibility were then appreciated is evi- 
j dented by the fact that the car did not 
have a gearset. 
The details now at 
.hand regarding this engine are mea­ 
ger. 
During the period from 1903 to 1905 
nothing seems to have been done with 
the eight, but early in 1905 two new 
ones were brought, out, one in this 
country and another in England, again 
showing I hat tho American engineer 
was thinking just as progressively as 
his brother across the sea. The Eng­ 
lish eight was t,he Rolls-Royce. The 
American car was the Christie, built 
by Walter Christie for racing 
pur­ 
poses. The latter was a unique affair 
built in V form, but tho motor took 
the place of the front axle, the crank­ 
shaft taking tho load and driving the 
wheels through the intermediary of 
slipping clutches. Christie first show- 
ed this car at a race meet held at 
Morris Park, New York. 
Two-Mile-a-Minute Darracq 
In the following year, 1906, while 
most of the American manufacturers 
were tir ing hard to get a four-cylinder 
to run a mile without trouble, three 
eights were brought out—the Hewitt, 
Darracq and Maxwell. 
The Darracq 
made its way to this country from 
France and distinguished itself, at the 
hands of Victor M Demogeot, by trav­ 
eling 2 miles iu 58 4-5 seconds, the 
first car and driver in the w’orid to 
cover two miles within a minute. 
At tho time of the 
Vanderbilt in 
1906, the Maxwell eight made its de­ 
but. 
It was built by 
the 
Maxwell- 
Briscoe Company especially 
for tile 
Vanderbilt, but it never started in the 
race and was forgotten afterwards. 
The Maxwell eight was virtually a 
double four-cylinder motor with an en­ 
gine compartment and hood taking up 
about 
nine-tenths 
of 
the 
chassis 
length and leaving only room for a 
driver’s seat. 
It is claimed that In 1906 a man 
named H. H. Buffam, whose factory 
was at Abington, Mass.,

In the lapse of time between these 
announcements and the 
year 
1909, 
eights were forgotten, seemingly, but 
during the year 1909 the De Diou Com­ 
pany of France first brought out attj 
eight-cylinder V-type motor and baa 
been building them ever since, at the 
present time being tile only European 
builder of eights. In its 1915 line the 
concern is offering the eight-cylinder 
chassis, all of practically the same de­ 
sign, but of different cylinder dimen­ 
sions. 
The impressionistic eights were not 
the limit insofar as cylinder number 
was concerned, for during the hiber­ 
nation period between 1909 aud 1913, 
experimentation with twelve-cylinder 
motors was going on and the first out­ 
growth of this was the twelve-cylinder 
Sunbeam announced in the summer of 
1913. 
This English-made car ut once 
distinguished itself by traveling over 
107 miles in I hour of continuous driv- 
ing. T,he man at the wheel was Chaa- 
sagne and his mad race around the 
track at Urooklands was for tile pur­ 
pose of breaking the 1-liour record of 
103.84 miles held at that time by Per­ 
cy Lambert, who drove a Talbot. He 
succeeded easily in beating this mark. 
Details of Sunbeam Twelve 
The twelve-cylinder sunbeam Is a V- 
type motor with four blocks of three 
cylinders each. 
Two sets 
of 
three 
cylinders are placed on 
either side, 
making practically 
two 
six-cylinder 
motors arranged in V-fortn. a single 
camshaft lying in the crank case be­ 
tween them. 
It employs two carbure 
tors and two magnetos. 
The dimen­ 
sions are so by 150 millimeters, 
or 
practically 3 1-8 by 5 7-8 inches. 
During Hie development 
period of 
eights. American 
engineers 
evolved 
nothing or practical value; that is, no 
type wa* actually used in motor cars 
offered for sale in any quantity worth 
considering. But, as with many move­ 
ments of this sort, there is a dead pe­ 
riod and then suddenly a revival which 
usually makes itself strongly felt. This 
revival was begun in November, 1914, 
when the (’adillac company announced 
its eight-cylinder V-type motor, 
and 
met with such approval that In a de­ 
cidedly short time other makers took 
up the eight, until now there are no 
fewer than ten manufacturers active 
in the field and more than six others 
making effort to bring to perfection 
plans already formulated.

America to be of practical value and 
the first engine which really falls in j 
the class commonly referred 
to as 
high-speed. •
